I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  loyal 
and  efficient  services  which  he  continues  to  give  unreservedly 
especially  his  work  with  regard  to  the  A.R.P  Casualty  Services. 

To  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor,  and  all  other  Officials 
may  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  assistance  and  kindly 
co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES

The  only  change  in  the  General  Provision  of  Health 
Services  for  the  Area  has  been  the  commencement  of  the 
Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinic  at  which  over  200  have  been 
immunized.  The  scheme  was  carried  out  in  detail  according 
to  the  proposals  set  out  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1938. 


DEUTAL_ TREATMENT . 

Dr.  Kershaw,  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  has  kindly  given  advice  and  treatment  to  many  babies 
and  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Child  Welfare  Centre.  The 
attendances  of  Roy ton  babies,  school  children  and  mothers  were 
1577.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Interim  Report. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Royton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  Annual  Report  covering 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1939,  which,  following  instructions0 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has  been  complied  as  an  interim  report 
only  and  confined  to  the  more  essential  matters  only. 

1 .  Housing  and  Slum  C learance 

The  number  of  houses  erected  in  1939  by  private  enterurize 
was  54,  and  by  the  Local  Authority  54. 

2.  Overcrowding 

At  the  end  of  1939  the  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding 
had  considerably  improved.  Thirty-three  cases  of  overcrowding  have 
been  relieved  during  the  year  leaving  a  total  of  twenty-three 
houses  still  overcrowded  as  against  fifty-six  for  the  previous  year. 

3 .  _ _  Food  Inspection 

The  regular  inspection  of  slaughter-houses  and  shops  result¬ 
ed  in  a  total  weight  of  23cwts  2crs  171bs.  of  meat  being  condemned. 

4.  Adulte rat ion  of  Foodstuff s 

A  return,  kindly,  supplied  by  the  County  Police,  showed  the 
following  articles  to  have  been  sampled 

Margarine,  baking  powder,  ground  almonds,  mustard,  epsom  salts,  and 
milk.  All  samples  proved  genuine. 

5 .  Common  Lodg ing  Houses 

A  survey  of  the  Common  Lodging  Houses  was  made  early  in  the 
year.  The  Old  Spread  Eagle  Hotel  and  Shoulder  of  Mutton  in  High 
Street,  were  both  demolished  during  the  year  under  slum  clearance. 
Humber  173  Rochdale  Road,  was  closed,  and  Ho.  205  Oldham  Road,  was 
reported  upon  as  being  unsuitable  and  not  registered. 

6 .  Rat  Week 

national  Rat  Week,  was  observed  in  Royton  from  6th  to  11th 
November.  Suggestions,  recipes  and  circular  letters  were  issued 
throughout  the  district  emphasizing  the  importance  of  conserving 
the  food  supplies  of  the  Country  and  to  minimise  the  loss  caused 
through  depradations  of  rats  and  mice. 

7 .  _ Shop  Inspections 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  carried  out  Shop  Inspections  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  for  the  administration  of 
the  Shop  Acts,  1934. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Also,  I  thank  Dr.  Pickup,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  for  his  valuable  support  and  co-operation  at  all  times,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Surveyor,  and  all  other  members  of  the 
Staff.
